Fatal Frenzy of Frlcliteneil *"oot 


russttiiKCra-A Pllo or Crushed 


and Mansloil Humanity. 


NEW YORK, May 31.-Tho Brooklyn bridge 


received a dreadful baptism yesterday. In a 
crush thnt occurred, apparently by accident, 
on tho Now York anchorage, a number of 
pel-sons, mostly women and children, wero 
crushed, some to death, some fatally, and 
still others severely. A scene of terror reigned 
for fully fil'teen or twenty minutes. "When it 
was over cart loads of wounded and crushed 
humr.n beings wore taken out of tho Now 
York entrance. A small mountain of tor.i 
and abandoned clothing was gathered up by 
the police. The acccident occurred where

remedy. The building stands on low 
ground, and during a ;wet season like 
this, tho cellar is flooded, and the sewer- 
age is very bad. There is also a lack of 
proper ventilation. 


The representatives of theso commit- 


tees, in making their report to tho county 
board, will state these facts, nnd will 
probably make some important recom- 
mendations. There is no doubt that tho 
lower tcer of cells should bo abandoned, 
the jail building raised one story, aad 
the present second floor used for the 
male criminals. They will also strongly 
recommend that the sewerage bo im-

An Early Fire. 


This morning at a'quarter to five o'clock 


the barn fronting on Terrace street in the 
first ward, owned by ex-Mayor A. A_ 
Jackson, was discovered to be in flames. 
Mr. W. Barrell, the night watchman at- 
the Chicago and Northwestern freight 
house, appears to be the first man who 
discovered the fire, and he telephoned to 
the central office to give the alarm to 
the tire department. Dr. Palmer, who 
resides, close by Mr. Jackson's, sent in 
the 
alarm 
by 
telephone. 
While 


all 
this 
ringing of the telephone 


bells at the central office 
was go- 


ing on, NightwatchmanE3. Smith, of the 
west side, caught up the alarm, and noti- 
fied the west side fire company just as 
they received the alarm from the tele- 
phone office. The department turned 
out in lively time, and in a 
few 


minutes they had a good stream ot 
water on the fire. But one engine went 
into service, on account of lack of hose. 
The west side steamer being sent back 
homo, and the east side engine took the 
hose end drew water from the first ward 
reservoir at the school house. The barn 
belonging to Mr. Jackson, where the fire 
originated, was totally destroyed, in fact 
it was beyond saving when discovered, 
la this barn were a spau of horses, a car- 
riage, somo furniture and bedding, tho 
inside blinds of the house, some paint, 
etc. Ono of the horses perished in tbe 
barn, while the other was taken out, but 
is terribly burned, and will perhaps die- 
Nothing was eaved from the barn. Mr. 
Jackson's loss will not fall much short of 
31,200. There was an insurance of $200 
on the barn in th« Connecticut fire insur- 
ance company, ot Hartford, represented 
in this city by Mr.'MarkRipIoy. 


Next south of Mr. Jackson's barn was 


the barn belonging to Mr. J. W. Sale, 
which was on fire when the firo depart- 
ment arrived, but was saved with not to 
exceed one hundred dollars damage. 


Mr. Sale's loss is fully covered by an 


insurance in the North British and Mer- 
cantile companies, also represented by 
Mr. Bipley's agency. 


The origin of the fire is unknown. 
Mr. Jackson desires to extend his 


thanks to the fire department and citizens 
for the prompt manner in -which they re- 
sponded to tho alarm, and for the exer- 
tions put forth to save bis property.
